violations. Centex officials did not at- 
tend tho session. 


NO DECISION was made late Tues- 


day, as village officials were attempt- 
Ing to determine which code violations 
are considered severe.

He cited as code violations: 
• Chimneys are not tall enough and 


some do not havo the proper wind 
cap. 


• Water heater vent pipes in some 


homes are not wide enough and arc 
too long. 


• Furnace room door venting does 


not allow a sufficient amount of air 
for the furnace. 


• Some exhaust piping is too close 


to exposed wood. 


• Vents In some models have ex- 


cessive bends and are not large 
enough. 
• Some furnaces cannot be serviced 


properly because there is insufficient 
room. 


Rcttcnbacher said ho has reports 


from building inspectors Robert Calla- 
han and Tom Fedak outlining the 
code violations. 


Centex officials have refused to take 


responsibility for defective furnaces 
but have agreed to inspect homes 
with suspected defective furnaces and 
share the cost with homeowners of 
replacing parts. 


An initial inspection of some 1,100 


homes by Western Heating and Air 
Condltionng Co., Maywood, which was 
hired by Centex for the program, 
turned up cracked heat exchangers in 
35 per cent of the homes.

Rebuffed in try for state tax monies 
Parks unit to lobby despite loss 


The inside story 


The Parks Legislative Action Coali- 


tion will continue its lobbying efforts, 
despite apparent defeat In the group's 
first attempt to obtain a share of state 
income-tax revenues for park dis- 
tricts. 


The fledgling organization of pork 


districts in Cook and DuPage counties 
worked to win support In tho Illinois 
General Assembly for bills that would 
have provided park districts with a $6 
per capita share of income-tax funds. 


The bills were proposed by State 


Rep. R o n a l d K . H o f f m a n , 


R-Wcstchester, and Sen. Harris Fa- 
well, R-Nnpervlllc. 


COMR. LEW SMITH, of the Elk 


Grove Park District, a PLAC organ- 
izer, said the Senate bill was defeated 
Friday and the House bill was re- 
ferred to a study committee. 


"We'll continue to work on the 


House bill — there's a chance It can 
be pulled out from committee for fall 
consideration," he said. 


Plans are being made for a lunch- 


eon in early September to allow park 
commissioners who belong to the coa- 


lition to meet with their local rep- 
resentatives, Smith said. 


The group sponsored a luncheon 


meeting with legislators Saturday that 
was attended by just one lawmaker, 
State Rep. Theodore Levercnz, 
D-Maywood. Park commissioners rep- 
resenting 15 area park districts were 
at the meeting at the Sheraton-Walden 
Hotel, Schaumburg. 


SATURDAY'S SESSION was the

"Our first try wasn't exactly a re-

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Ford orders 


WASHINGTON (UPt) - President 


Ford, saying "Congress did nothing" 
to save energy, Tuesday ordered a $1 
per barrel increase In the oil tariff 
that will boost retail gasoline prices 
by a penny and a half a gallon just as 
Americans start their vacation sea- 
son. 


In a nationally televised speech, thu 


President also said ho would submit 
to Congress soon a plan to gradually 
remove prlco controls from domestic 
oil, which would add still another 
nickel a gallon to gasoline prices with- 
in two years. 


Initial congressional reaction to the 


speech, in which Ford was sharply 
critical of tho lawmakers, was out- 
right opposition to his actions on tho 
grounds they would spur Inflation and 
hit hardest at those least ablo to af- 
ford higher prices. 


In his prepared address, tho Presi- 


dent laid: "Tho Congress cannot 
drift, dawdle and debate forever with 
America's future. 1 cannot sit hero 


idly whilo nothing is being done. We 
must get on with the job right now." 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 


colled Ford's action economic non- 
scnso" and said It amounted to the 
same kind of $33 billion a year energy 
price rise tho Arab oil cartel brought 
about with its 1974 embargo — a price 
Increase that will cost Americans an 
average $600 o year per family. 


"It simply takes money out of the 


pockets of people who can Ill-afford it 
and puts It In the pockets of those who 
don't need it," Jackson said. 


As part of his tariff Increase, Ford 


also imposed a 60 cent per barrel fee 
on Imported refined petroleum prod- 
ucts. This fee, the first ordered for 
refined products, would hit gasoline in 
summer and East Coast heating all In 
winter. 


Figures released by the White 


House in connection with Ford's 
speech showed that Imposition of the 
new tariff — which takes effect June 1

Higher gas prices won't affect driving habits., poll shows

President Ford's proposal to in- 


crease gasoline prices by 1.5 cents per 
gallon apparently will not ulter driv- 
ing habits, local residents said Tues- 
day night. 


A survey of Northwest suburban 


residents indicated that many drivers 
don't feel the Increase Is large enough 
to merit a change in their driving 
habits, although most said they were 
unhappy with the increase. 


"I don't like it but there isn't much 


you can do about it," said Rich Rent- 
from of Schaumburg. "If it were $1 a 
gallon It might affect my driving 
habits, but 1.5 cents won't make any 
difference," 


Jim Schwlngle of Rolling Meadows 


said he wasn't "overly happy about it 
but there isn't anything you can do 
about It. 


"I'm in the landscaping business and 


I use a lot of gas-driven vehicles. You 
have to use your equipment as best 
you can. I'll just have to pass the In- 
crease on to my customers," he said 


BARBARA HATHAWAY of Palatine 


said her salesman husband "will have 
to use the car regardless of the price 
of gasoline. I need the car to take the 
kids back and forth to school. The in- 
crease won't affect that," bhe said. 


Arlington Heights resident Robert 


Blomquist said the price Increase will 
only "hurt the people who don't have 
very much money. 


"I don't think it's going to make 


much difference — I don't think it will 


reduce consumption," he said. 


Another Arlington Heights resident 


said her family is "just very mobile. 
We UM the car a lot and tne increase 
Is not going to make any difference." 


Marilyn Morgan of Schaumburg 


said she thought people will not 
change their driving habits despite 
the increase. 


"They do it, we pay it," she said. 
SEVERAL people said they favored 


the increase, but they questioned 
whether it would force Americans to 
cut gas consumption. 


"I don't think this particular in- 


crease will make drivers u-e less gas. 
People have to be educated to con- 
sume less and I don't think this in- 
crease Is large enough to make them 
stop driving," said Dion Wheeler of 


Rolling Meadows. 


Another Rolling Meadows resident, 


John Foley, said the tariff increase 
"is probably a good thing because it 
will hold down consumption of gas in 
the United States." He said he didn't 
think it will affect travel for work and 
necessities but it would cut recrea- 
tional travel. 
'Florence West of Buffalo Grove said 
President Ford- "may be doing the 
right thing. 


"We've been watching our gas con- 


sumption anyway. If you can get 
people to just use their automobiles 
for business, then maybe the gas 
prices will go down," she said. 


Mrs West said the increase "is go- 


Ing to hit us. We get only so much for 
business travel. It only goes so far."

Lawsuit 'just a 
harassing deal9 


MANILA (UPI) - Tho capttln of 


the American freighter Mayagucz 
tearfully denied Tuesday that cither 
ho or the owners of the vessel seized 
by Cambodian Communists unneces- 
sarily endangered I ho lives of the 
crew. 


In a news conference as emotion- 


filled as the one he held when tho ship 
docked safely at Singapore U days 
ago, Capt Charles T. Miller said nei- 
ther ho nor tho Sea-Land Co., owners 
of tho ship, had been warned to steer 
clear of Cambodian waters. 


Ills arms shaking and tears welling 


in his eyes, Miller told newsmen on 
tho deck of tho Mayagucz he did not 
know details of the lawsuit filed In 
San Francisco by Albert Mlnichlcllo, 
the vessel's assistant engineer, but he 
called it "Just a harassing deal." 


Tho Mayagucz sailed to Manila for 


a 24-hour stopover after unloading 
cargo at tho U.S. naval base at Sublc 
Bay. Its next stop is Hong Kong. 


Tho Cambodians seized the May- 


agucz and its 40 crewmen May 12 and 
hold them for 3»4 days 


The ship and crew were released af- 


ter a U.S land, sea and air operation 
against tho Cambodians in which 18 
servicemen were killed or are missing 


and presumed dead and 50 were 
wounded. Another 23 died in a helicop- 
ter crash preparing for tho mission. 


Mlnlchiello's suit charged Sea-Land 


sent tho ship on a shortcut that ex- 
posed the crew to "unreasonable risk 
of harm" as part of an "illegal plan 
to reap excessive profits." 


Miller, 62, said the Mayaguez was 


01 miles off the coast of Cambodia on 
the "normal traffic lane from Hong 
Kong to Bangkok" when the ship was 
seized and he did not feel ho was sail- 
ing through dangerous waters. 


"They didn't seize me because I 


was in Cambodian territory," he said. 
"They seized mo because they 
thought I was carrying arms and 
bombs Into Thailand." 


"I've been going to sea since 1933," 


Miller said, adding that MinlcWello 
had been on the ship six days before 
tho seizure. 


Clifford Harrington, tho chief engi- 


neer from Santa Cruz, California, said 
Mlnichlcllo "is not speaking for the 
members of the crew." 


"Wo certainly don't think that the 


captain is negligent and incompetent. 
It was through his efforts that we got 
off that island."

British bus crash kills 32 


A bus carrying 45 women passengers and a male driver plunged 


off a bridge Tuesday, killing at least 32 in the worst road disaster in 
British history. Hospital authorities at Airedale, Yorkshire, 200 
miles north of London, said 13 of the 14 survivors suffered severe 
Injuries and some were not expected to live. 


Lebanese, Palestinians fighting again 


Renewed fighting broke out Tuesday between Palestinian guer- 


rillas and Lebanese nationalists, shattering a relative calm that 
followed tho resignation of tho short-lived military government. 
President Suleiman Fronjloh, meantime, consulted with political 
leaders on a new civilian government. The choice was expected to 
bo former Premier Rashld Knrranl. Reports said several persons 
were killed or wounded In fresh outbreaks of fighting. The casu- 
alties total 84 deaths and 230 persons wounded. 


Tanzanian, U. S. chiefs work to save pupils 
Tanzanlan and U.S. officials met Tuesday to find a way to save 


the lives of three students — two Americans and a Dutch woman — 
held by Marxist guerrillas In a jungle hideout Tanzania Monday 
rejected rebel demands for a half million dollar ransom, weapons 
and the release of fellow Marxists In exchange for tho hostages. 
There were Indications the United States hoped to reach a deal with 
the guerrillas, possibly through secret talks. 


U. S., Soviets delay SALT talks 


The United States and Soviet Union have further delayed the 


resumption of their Strategic Arms Limitation Talks, conference 
sources In Geneva said Tuesday. The SALT negotiations recessed 
May 7.

425 die in holiday traffic 


Nearly half as many persons drowned during the Memorial Day 


holiday as died In traffic accidents. A final count by United Press 
International showed 425 persons died in traffic and 203 drowned 
during the three-day weekend. Tho toll on the nation's highways fell 
In tho lower range of tho National Safety Council's estimate that 
between 400 and 500 persons would be killed in traffic accidents but 
was above lost year's Memorial Day traffic toll of 392. Fifteen 
persons wcro killed In other types of accidents for an overall total 
of 708.

A White House spokesman announced Tuesday the U.S. evac- 


uation of Americans and Vietnamese from Indochina has been com- 
pleted. Press Secretary Ron Nessen made the statement in re- 
sponse to a question of whether some 200 refugees, many of them 
children of American servicemen, would be evacuated from the 
island of Phu Quoc.

The President said: "Hero are the 


facts and figures that will not go 
away: the United States is dependent 
on foreign sources for about 37 per 
cent of Its present petroleum needs. 
In 10 years, If we do nothing we will 


be Importing more than half our oil, 
at prices fixed by others — If they 
choose to sell to us at all" 


Rep Morris K. Udall of Arizona, a 


candidate for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination, commented that 
the "present muddled situation Is far 
better than the new round of energy 
Inflation which the President's action 
will surey surely trigger." 


Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D-Wls, said 


the additional $1 tariff would spur in- 
flation "and compound the problems 
of millions of average Americans." 


In his speech, Ford said the amount 


the United States pays for foreign oil 
had spurted from $3 billion per year

OK accord 
to end V. S. 
stay in Laos 


VIENTIANE, Loas (UPI) - U.S. and 
Laotian officials reached an eight- 
point agreement Tuesday for a 
smooth end to the American presence 
In Laos by June 30. Student protesters 
threatened to kill the Americans if 
the pact collapses. 


The agreement to end the U.S. 


Agency for International Development 
programs In Laos — the last In- 
dochina nation not totally controlled 
by the Communists — represented a 
virtual capitulation to students' de- 
mands. 


But U S sources said the June 30 


deadline would give them more than 
enough time to end the AID program 
that has poured over $730 million Into 
Laos. 


American Charge d'Affaires Chris- 


tian Chapman and Communist Pathet 
Loa Economy Minister Soth Petrasy 
worked out the agreement. 


As Chapman and two other Ameri- 


can officials left the session, Laotian 
students shouted: "We will remember 
your faces! If you don't keep the 
agreement you three will die!" 


Reds demand U.S. leave S. Korea 


PANMUNJOM, Korea (UPI) — 


North Korea Tuesday demanded the 
United States withdraw Its 40,000 
troops from South Korea and stop 
supporting the government of Presi- 
dent Park Chung-hec if It wants to es- 
cape another humiliation like In- 
dochina. 


The United States In reply accused 


North Korea of undertaking Illegal ac- 
tivities representing the "greatest 
threat to peace" in Korea In a quarter 
of a century. 


The two sides traded the angry re- 


marks at the 362nd meeting of the Ko- 
rean Military Armistice Commission 
at this truce village. It was "the first 
MAC meeting since Saigon fell to the 
Communists last month. 


"You U. S. Imperialist aggressors 


were ridiculed everywhere In the 
world. Now you would be brought to 
shame again If you chose to support 
the South Korean government and re- 
main In the South," said North Ko- 
rean Moj. Gen. Kim Poongsup, who 
requested the meeting. 


Kim said his country had no In- 


tention of Invading South Korea and 
contended Instead that the United 
States and South Korea were pre- 
paring for war against the Communist 
northern half of the peninsula. 


Kim presented a number of alleged 


armistice violations by South Korea, 


Including tho construction of fortified 
positions inside the southern part of 
the 2.5-mile-wlde demilitarized zone 
and reconnaissance flights over North 
Korea. 


U. S. Maj. Gen. William L. Webb 


Jr., U N. Command senior member 
rejected the charges and accused 
North Korea of Illegally constructing 


secret tunnels under the DMZ. It was 
Webb's first MAC meeting as a senior 
UNC member. 


"Your side has conceived, planned 


and almost consummated an illegal 
tunneling program which represents 
the greatest threat to peace on the Ko- 
rean peninsula since your Invasion of 
the South In 1950," Webb said. 


Two tunnels have so far been found 


in the southern half of the DMZ and 
Webb presented photographs to back 
up his charge. He said North Korea 
was continuing to build other tunnels 
inside the DMZ. 


North Korea denied building any 


tunnels and said they were a "fabric- 
ation" of the Park government. 


Kissinger appeals for energy cooperation 


PARIS (UPI) - U.S. Secretary of 


State Henry A Kissinger appealed to 
oil-producing and developing nations 
Tuesday to cooperate with industrial 
countries on the world energy crisis 
and avoid economic warfare. 


"The United States Is prepared to 


make a serious effort with good will 
and a cooperative attitude and we are 
calling on the developing nations and 
the producing countries to avoid con- 
frontation," he told a news conference 
at the American Embassy. 


Earlier in the day Kissinger met de- 


mands by the oil-producing nations 
that the consuming countries discuss 
with them not only world petroleum 
marketing but also raw materials and 
commodities to aid developing na- 
tions. 


At the news conference Kissinger 


said his proposal for setting up com- 


missions to study the raw matrials 
and commodities questions, as well as 
development of poorer nations, was 
not just designed to fob off the oil pro- 
ducers. 


"That is not a valid criticism," he 


said. He said his proposals were "a 
step to tell developing nations we are 
listening to their concerns." 


But he made It clear he did not 


want the commissions to get In the 
way of oil crisis talks between import- 
ing and exporting countries 


At the industrial countries' confer- 


ence earlier in the day Kissinger 
urged a trillion dollar program for 
energy independence. 


His recipe for independence includ- 


ed: cutting oil Imports by four million 
barrels a day by the end of 1977 with 
the United States doing half the sav- 
ing; spending as much as a trillion 


dollars.in 10 years to develop their 
own fuel supplies, and pushing nucle- 
ar power and finding new power 
sources. 


In Washington, meanwhile, the gov- 


ernment said the United States 
recorded its third consecutive month- 
ly trade surplus in April, another 
healthy sign for the economy. Higher 
import duties on oil could further 
boost the surplus. 


A $1 per barrel increase In tho duty 


will add to the domestic inflation rate 
by raising prices of gasoline, fuel oil 
and other petroleum products. 


Each $1 increase in the duty adds 


about 1V4 cents to the pump price of 
gasoline. 


The Commerce Department said the 


value .of U.S. exports put the nation 
$2.6 billion in the black so far this 
year.

Walk, jog to lose weight 


Would you pleiie let me know U jogging is good for losing 


wtlghtr H M, how many times • day should t do it and for how 
long on mlmitei? 


Walking and sensible jogging are both useful In eliminating and 


preventing obesity. They help use calories and that Is what you 
want. They do many other beneficial things for your health. I really 
like people to have o general exercise program that Includes walk- 
Ing or jogging so that all of their muscles get some sensible ex- 
ercise. 


Walking and slow jogging use about 60 calories a mile more than 


you would use at rest. If you walk or jog about a mile and a half a 
day, 363 days a year, you will use the amount of calories found In 
nine pounds of fat. 


The key to success Is consistency. Start with walking and after 


you can walk an hour a day comfortably without difficulty, then 
you can start jogging a short distance followed by walking. By 
Interval jogging ami walking, but always avoiding getting tired or 
short of breath, you can gradually increase your exercise If you 
want to. 


Above all, don't overdo It Most of the people who get into trouble 


with exercise programs try to do too much too soon or they try to 
do far more than is necessary. A common problem is the person 
who wants to jog fast It is better to jog slow or walk and get 
regular, sensible exercise than try to beat the clock. You'll be 
•round longer that way.

Anyone who knows anything about appendicitis can diagnose the 


typical cases. It Is the nontyplcal case that causes all the trouble. 


You are talking about the white blood count. It is usually elevated 


In the presence of an acute appendix, but there are exceptions. It 
makes it difficult for the doctor to make a correct diagnosis before 
surgery U the count is not elevated. 


Despite these nontyplcal cases, In most Instances the white blood 


count Is a helpful part of the examination to diagnose appendicitis. 
The physical findings also help. 


Oddly enough, appendicitis In older people Is often nontypical. It 


Is apt to go unrecognized until it ruptures or causes complications. 


The blood test isn't all that different from most of the laboratory 


tests we use. All must bo evaluated In the total picture, which 
Includes the history and the physical. Apparently, tho doctors In 
this case were not greatly misled since they proceeded with sur- 
gery despite the confusing laboratory test, which Is good medicine.

Education Cooperative, which super- 
vises NSSEO, Dlst. 25 and school 
districts 59, 54, 2G and G3 which send 
children to the Kensington program. 


Originally -16 of the 19 families 


signed the petition but four asked to 
have their names removed when con- 
tacted by NSSEO officials. 


The parents arc pleased with the 


academic program offered at Ken- 
sington but object to the luck of "so- 
cial integration" for their children at 
the school, said Nancy Ford, Arling- 
ton Heights, mother of n 10-year-old 
deaf student. 


Mrs. Ford said deaf children are 


not allowed to cat lunch with children 
who have normal hearing, go to the 
learning center, participate in art or 
music classes or take part in other 
activities offered to students without 
hearing impairments. 


THE DEAF PROGRAM was for- 


merly nt Ridge School, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, in Elk Grove Township Dist. 59. 
When the population of deaf children 
shitted, the program was moved to 
Kensington because it was more cen- 
trally located. Some parents who 
signed the petition arc asking that the 
program be returned to Ridge. 
• Carol 
Stark, 
Arlington Heights, 


mother of an 11-year-old deaf student, 
is among the parents who took their 
names off the petition. "I'm afraid 
we're going to split the districts 
opart," she said adding slie wants to 
wort within the system to solve the 
"attitude problems." 


Barbara Lunaberg, Mount Prospect, 


refused to sign the petition originally. 
"I think the teachers nt Kensington 
have tried to work togi-ther. There 
arc problems that haven't been solved 
but I think it behooves the teachers 
and children to stay and work out 
those problems rather than move and 
start over again." 


Parents who signed the petition also 


said several deaf children in the Ken- 
sington program have emotional prob- 
lems and arc not receiving the special 
help they need. They are requesting 
that a separate class be set up for 
those children. 


MRS. FORD SAID the speech devel- 


opment program is also a "sore point 
with many parents, it's not the type 
of thing a parent can do at home with 
their child." 


"I met with the speech teacher and 


was amazed at the poor quality of the 
program," said Barbara Prnkopek, 
Mount Prospect, whose 10-year-old 
daughter attends Kensington. "My 
daughter would get more speech 
therapy if she had a lisp than being 
derf." 


Mrs. Ford said the parents' have 


been unhappy with the Kensington pro 
gram for more than a year nnd de- 
cided to petition to have I lie program 
removed when three teachers "were 
forced to resign" in February. Twice 
in A p r i l several parents 
from 


Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 and 
Dist. 59 met with Dist. 59 officials to 
discuss their problems with the Ken- 
sington program. 


Earlier this month parents met with 


Dist. 25 Supt. Donald Strong and Mrs. 
Ford met with Gloria Kinney, execu- 
tive director of NEC. 


PARENTS MET May 15 with the di- 


rector of the Regional Service Agen- 
cy, which coordinates handicapped 
programs in 46 North and Northwest 
suburban school districts. Last week 
another meeting was held between 
parents, Dist. 25 and NEC officials. 


"The district has "not been directly 


contacted in the past," Strong said. 
"The first contact the district had was 
thrto weeks ago. We have begun a 
scries of steps to check out the ques- 
tions that have been raised and hope- 
fully whatever problems exist will be 
dealt with." 


Mrs. Kinney said each parent in the 


deaf program is being contacted to 
see what their specific concerns are. 
"Wo are very eager to work with the 
parents to solve the problems," she 
said. "We don't know for sure yet who 
feels' strongly about what aspect of 
the program." 


Mrs. Kinney said after the survey of 


parents is completed a conference will 
be set up with parents who feel "ad- 
justments should be made for their 
children."

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Grand jury indicts 4 
in welfare-fraud scheme 


A county grand jury Tuesday In- 


dieted (our persons on charges they 
defrauded the state In a scheme In- 
volving nearly $73,000 In welfare funds 
In 1074. 


One of those charged ti a former 


computer operator IP the Illinois 
Dept. of Public Aid, uho was accused 
of using the state facilities to Issue 
checks for larger amounts than due 
recipients. A second person recruited 
recipients to accept the payments and 
give them kickbacks. 


The state charged that 173 public- 


assistance checks totaling $73,000 
were IsMietl In the scheme from June 
through December last year. The In- 
dictment alleges Annlo Qulnn used a 
computer at tho Public Aid Dcpt.'s 
Kenwood District office to pay quali- 
fied recipients higher amounts titan 
they were entitled. 


Van Strickland, a telephone In- 


staller, was accused 
of recruiting 


recipients to accept the payments and 
pay kickbacks to him and Miss Qulnn. 
two women welfare recipients also 
were Indicted. 


The scheme was uncovered after a 


routine audit. Miss Qulnn was dis- 
missed from her Job after the audit In 
February. 


Hill opposes animal fifthts 


The Illinois Senate Tuesday sent to 


Gov. Daniel Walker a bill aimed at 
cracking down on Illegal animal fight- 
ing exhibitions In the state. 


Under the bill, persons convicted of 


operating or promoting animal-fight- 
ing exhibitions or of buying, selling or 
training animals for such fights could 
be sentenced to one year In Jail and 
fined $1,000. A second offense could 
bring a three-year prison term and a 
$10,000 fine. The bill passed 41-0. 


The Senate also sent Walker a bill 


allotting counties to share tho cost of 
maintaining county Jails and another 
bill that would grant free college tui- 
tion to members of the National 
Guard or Naval Militia. 


Crime increases in state 


Tho crime rate Increased In 76 of 


tho state's 102 counties In 1974, a 
itudy by the Illinois Dcpt. of Law En- 
forcement shows. It shows serious 
crimes statewide were up 15.3 per 
cent. 


Peorla County retained the state's 


crime-rate leadership in 1974 with 
6,540 crimes per 100,000 persons. Cook 
County crime Increased at the rate of 
14 per cent. 


Only Sangamon County among the 


state's larger counties showed a de- 
crease, 9.3 per cent, compared with 
crimes committed in 1973. 


Edwards County in Southern Illinois 


had the lowest rate — five thefts and 
three burglaries for tho population of 
7.100. 


Wlnncbago County, which includes 


Ilockford, tho stale's second largest 
city, showed a 21 per cent Increase. 


Du Page County crime was up 26.7 


per cent In statistics compiled from 
seven categories: murder and volun- 
tary manslaughter; forcible rapes and 
attempted rapes; armed or strong- 
a mod robbery and attempts, aggra- 
vated assault and aggravated bat- 
tery; burglary; larceny or theft; and 
motor-vehicle theft.

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FDA gives up 
'drug' label 
for vitamins 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Food 


and Drug Administration Tuesday 
gave up Its 2(j-ycnr light to classify 
high-potency vitamins as drugs and to 
Impose certain other restrictions on 
food supplements. 


Responding to congressional and 


consumer pressure, as well as an ad- 
verse court ruling, the agency pub-' 
Hi hod revised regulations which 
rolled back some proposals which 
caused the biggest outcry. 


In January 1973 the agency pro- 


posed classifying as drugs any vita- 
min which contained more than 150 
per cent of the recommended dally al- 
lowance of any vitamin or mineral. It 
contended such supcrvltatnlns could 
be dangerous nnd were sometimes 
mlspromotcd by quacks to treat Ill- 
nesses where they should not have 
been prescribed. 


THE nitUfi classification would not 


have automatically put such vitamins 
on -a prescription basis, but It would 
have placed them In a category where 
they would have been subject to re- 
view for safely and effectiveness and 
where they could have been listed as 
prescription products If the agency so 
decided. 


Under the now regulations an- 


nounced Tuesday, supcrvltamlns will 
bo classified nnd regulated as food, 
not as drugs. High potency doses of 
vitamin A and D which previously 
have been ruled potentially toxic will 
continue to be regulated as pre- 
scription drugs, however. 


In addition, the agency abandoned 


an earlier proposal that would have 
limited the potency of dietary supple- 
ments to 150 per cent of the recom- 
mended dally allowance of a single 
vitamin or mineral. 


The agency also said It would con- 


sider applications for combinations of 
vitamins and minerals other than 
those which are now allowed, Instead 
o' closing the door on such com- 
binations. 


HE NEW RULES, however, do not 


address themselves to one area which 
has been the target of criticism from 
health food stores and other sources. 
That would allow the FDA to rule out 
combinations of vitamins and other 
non-vitamin materials which the 
agency says ore Irrational. 


A f t e r several years of dis- 


agreement, compromise legislation 
has now been Introduced in both 
houses In Congress which would pre- 
vent the FDA from outlawing such 
combinations.

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High court bans) 
double jeopardy 
for juveniles 


WASlflNGTON (UPI) - The Su- 


preme Court Tuesday extended to 
juveniles the same constitutional pro- 
tection against being tried twice for 
the same crime that already applies 
to adults. 


The unanimous ruling was another 


in a serin going back to 1067 In which 
youthful offenders have been extended 
the same rights as their elders. The 
most significant right still denied 
Juveniles is that of a jury trial 


Chief Justice Warren E. Burger 


said "we believe It Is simply loo late 
In the day" to hold that a Juvenile 
does not suffer double Jeopardy when 
a Juvenile court finds him guilty of a 
crime and transfers his case to adult 
court, whore ho is found guilty a sec- 
ond time for the same offense. 


The decision reversed the conviction 


of a California youth for armed rob- 
bery. 


In another opinion, the Court held 8 


to 1 that federal courts have no power 
to block congressional subpoenas of 
bank records to obtain information 
about depositors. 


The case Involved an attempt by the 


Senate Internal Security Subcom- 
mittee to obtain records of deposits by 
the United States Servicemen's Fund, 
wltich sponsored coffeehouses near 
military posts and helped put out anti- 
war underground newspapers. 


Burger said "issuance of subpoenas 


such as the one In question here has 
long been held to bo a legitimate use 
by Congress of its power to In- 
vestigate." 


Justice William 0. Douglas dis- 


sented. Justices Thurgood Marshall, 
William J. Bronnan Jr. and Potter 
Stewart' concurred with Burger, but 
said there might bo some instances 
whore the courts could strike down a 
congressional subpoena. 


In another opinion, the Court ruled 7 


to 2 that Congress could limit salary 
Increases for employes of state gov- 
ernment under the Economic Stabili- 
zation Act of 1070. 


In a brief order, the Justices formal- 


ly disbarred convicted Watergate cov- 
crup conspirator John W. Dean III 
from practice before the Court. Such 
actions are routine when a lawyer Is 
disbarred by his homo state. 


In other actions Tuesday, as they 


headed toward tho end of this term 
tentatively scheduled Juno 16, the Jus- 
tices: 


• Agreed to rule for tho first time 


on tho constitutionality of hair length 
regulations. A lower court struck 
down a Suffolk County. N.Y., police 
hair length rule, and the county ap- 
pealed. 


• Set for reargument and decision 


next term a challenge to a 1074 law 
extending federal wage-hour provi- 
sions to thousands of employes of 
state and local governments. 


• Agreed to decide whether the 1064 


Civil Rights Act prevents a private 
employer from excluding pregnancy 


2,005 Cadillacs 
with bad air 
bags recalled 


DETROIT (UPI) — General Motors 


Corp. Tuesday announced it is recall- 
ing 2.005 Cadillacs In the first recall 
campaign Involving air-safety bogs. 


CM said tho air bogs on one Cadil- 


lac Inflated accidentally, slightly in- 
juring the driver of the car. He was 
able to stop safely even though his vi- 
sion was partly obstructed. 


Tho cars being recalled are all tho 


1974 and 1075 Cadillacs equipped with 
air bags since CM began offering 
them as options in January, 1074. Tho 
air cushions arc stored In the steering 
wheel and in the dashboard on the 
passenger side and inflate when sen- 
sors In tho bumpers indicate a colli- 
sion. 


CM said the wiring harnesses from 


the sensor systems may have been 
routed so they can rub against the 
power steeing pulley. If the harness 
cover is worn away and the wire ex- 
posed, a short circuit could cause tho 
bags to inflate. 


It Is the second time CM has suf- 


fered an accidental deployment. The 
first was mom than two years ago in 
a lest fleet CM had built. In that case, 
there was only one slight injury to a 
passenger. 


CM Is tho only automaker offering 


air bags to the public. They are avail- 
able on 1U Bulck, Oldsmobile and Ca- 
dillac models. Only the Cadilacs sold 
since they were Introduced are being 
recalled, a CM spokesman said. 


CM has announced plans to stop of- 


fering air bags on Its cars because 
fewer than 8,000 air bag-equipped cars 
have been sold since GM began offer- 
Ing them 18 momlhs ago with planned 
output of 100,000 • year. During the 
1974 model year, air bags were a $225 
option. The price climbed to $300 on 
1075 models.

Methane plant 
needs review 


C o n 31 r u c 11 o n of an ex- 


perimental methane gas con- 
version plant in Rolling Mead- 
ows has been proposed by May- 
or Roland J. Meyer. 


The plant would be built with 


a federal grant or private devel- 
opment funds on a 6.7-acre tract 
owned by the city east of Rohl- 
wing Rond and south of North- 
west Highway. Planned under 
supervision of the Institute of 
Gas Technology, the plant would 
bo designed to ferment the city's 
garbage and collect the resulting 
methane gas. It's reasoned that 
development of this process could 
eventually eliminate much of 
Rolling Meadows' garbage, and. 
the resulting gas would be a val- 
uable by-product 


The proposal could be a vision- 


ary one. Garbage disposal long 
has been a bane of mankind. 
Finding a means to dispose of it 
without tho eyesore of a landfill 
site, while at tho same time eas-

ing tho energy crisis, seems a 
worthwhile goal. 


That said, however, there re- 


main some questions of real im- 
portance to the community that 
should be resolved before the 
city commits itself to the meth- 
ane plant. We think these ques- 
tions should be examined at 
open hearings in which people of 
the community are invited to 
raise problems or concerns. 


The plant is experimental in 


nature; nothing similar to it ex- 
ists. The location of this type of 
facility In a heavily developed 
area should involve a thorough 
review of such questions as ap- 
pearance, safety and odor. 


Federal officials declare there 


would be no smell and no threat 
of explosion. But similar assur- 
ances have been made about 
"clean smelling" sewage treat- 
ment plants that turn out to be 
something less. 


Return on. investment should 


also be considered. The city 
.would commit 6.7 acres of its 
land; what kind'of income could 
it derive from the methane pro- 
duction? 
. 


Our initial reaction is that 


such a facility, because of, its ex- 
perimental nature, would better 
bo located away from population 
centers; but we think the only 
way to clear up questions about 
the proposed plant is to meet the 
questions, and skepticism, head- 
on in public forum. 


Our lowly turtle

'Into heat or fouls the land- 
scape. A turtle institute is re- 
portedly developing a salmon- 
ella-free turtle; if that move pre- 
serves the household pet turtle, 
we offer it our whole-hearted 
support. 


JETc 'opens up9 Ford iWhite House

William J. Baroody Jr.'s job is to 


combat the isolation of the President 
•which helped to cause Watergate. 


That is not exactly how he explains 


it; he says his job is to "open up the 
processes of government." 


However, as assistant to President 


Gerald Ford and head of the White 
House Office of Public Liaison, he is 
In charge of presidential relations 
with all the special interest groups in 
this country. He makes it clear that 
means not only such traditional Re- 
publican groups as the U.S. Chamber 
of Commerce, but also groups, of 
blacks, Latinos, women, labor repre- 
sentatives, consumers and youth. 


Baroody laughed when someone ob- 


served that many of those groups 
were probably on the "enemies list" 
in the Nixon White House. "Whether 
they were on the previous enemies list 
or not, the charge President Ford 
has given me is to open up the White 
House and the processes-of govern- 
ment," he said in an interview in the 
Herald offices last week. 


THE FORMULA Baroody has used 


lo involve. groups Includes' White 


• House sponsored conferences in San 
Diego, Calif.; Hollywood, Fla.; At- 
lanta, Ga. and Concord, N. H. 


The conferences are designed to 


bring members of various groups in 
an area together to discuss national 
and-local problems with cabinet sec- 
retaries and other governmental offi- 
cials. The President has appeared at 
all four of the conferences held so far, 
but may not necessarily appear at all 
of them, he said. 


"We've set a goal of one or two con- 


ferences a month. It Is my Intention to 
get the President or Vice President 
Involved as much as possible," 
Baroody said. 


A conference has not yet been 


scheduled for the Chicago area, but 
Baroody said, "We expect to have one 
in this area withjn the next six 
months." 


Baroody also sets up meetings in 


the White House on various topics for 
the members of different groups. 
Among the meetings ho points to are 


those between the President and offi- 
cials of the National Council of 
Churches. ("It was the first time in 10 
years they'd been invited to the White 
House") and a meeting between Ford 
and the chiefs of 25 Indian tribes. 


BAROODY WAS AN aide to Presi- 


dent' Ford's old friend Melvin Laird 
when Laird was a congressman from 
Wisconsin and also when he was sec- 
retary of defense. Baroody became 
assistant to the president in February, 
1973, just before the Watergate cover- 
up began to come unglued. 


Baroody sidesteps questions of com- 


parison between the Ford and Nixcm 
administrations. "1 usually shy away 
from drawing direct, comparisons. 
Any White House reflects the person 
in charge. I think it's enough to say 
Richard Nixon was a man who pre- 
ferred to work with one, two or three 
people who then worked with the bu- 
reaucracy, while President Ford is a 
man who desires and likes to work 
with.multiple sources of information 
and face to face contact with people." 


President Ford's personal style has 


shaped the kind of work Baroody 
does, he said. "In the nine months be 
has been in office, President Ford has 
personally met In a dialog with more 
people from a wider variety of groups 
than'any previous president." 


BAROODY'S WORK has some- 


times been called a political effort to 
sell Gerald Ford to' the' American 
people. In one sense, he said, it is. 


"It is political in the sense that good 


government is good politics. We start- 
ed this" process within a few weeks 
after President Ford took office, and 
we hope it will continue right through 
1978." 


The conferences, and smaller meet- 


ings arranged at the White House 
with either the President or his advi- 
sors, sometimes result In criticism of 
the President's policies, Baroody said. 


"In two or three of our conferences, 


the American Association of Retired 
Persons has let us know about their 
feelings on the policy of holding down 
Social Security increases," he said. "I 
think we may have made some bead- 
way in explaining the reasons for the 
policy." -

Record called 'poor' by senator 
Some U.S. groups still closed

WASHINGTON - The third annual 


report of Federal advisory com- 
mittees shows 45 per cent of their 
meetings were'either closed or par- 
tially closed. 


Sen. Leo Metcalf, D-Mont., who 


chairs the Senate subcommittee on 
Reports, Accounting and Manage- 
ment, called the high percentage of 
closed meetings "a poor perform- 
ance." 


The Federal Advisory Committee 


Act adopted tho Freedom of Informa- 
tion Act and converted It into an open- 
meeting law, Metcalf said. 


"Tho percentage of meetings closed 


in whole or in part last year is too 
high." 


Tho law, ho said, requires such 


groups to hold open meetings, unless 
the national security is involved, with 
public availability of all records, re- 
ports, transcripts, memorandums and 
other documents prepared by or for 
such a unit Congress can insert into 
legislation creating such advisory 
committees an exemption to this pro- 
viso and he said it has done so in 
some instances. 


The report shows the 1,242 advisory 


committees last year held 3,626 meet- 
Ings, counting a meeting held on two 
or more consecutive days as one 
meeting, and of this number 1,994, or 
55 per cent, were open to the public 
and 719 were closed and 913 were par- 
tially closed. 


"That is a poor performance," Met- 


calf said, while adding that a fair 
number of agencies had perfect 
records for open meetings and "are to 
be commended." 


Metcalf said he had written to all 


agency heads who have the responsi- 
bility under the act for making deter- 
minations on closed meetings, point- 
Ing out of the 1974 figures "are dis- 
couraging." 
. "From now on, I hope that you will 
take a closer look at all closed meet- 
ings requested or scheduled by your 
agency's advisory committees," he 
said. 


The report 'also showed the number 


of such committees decreased by 
eight from the total on Dec. 31, 1973, 
but Metcalf said during last year 239 
new committees were formed while 
299 committees were merged, abo- 
lished or expired. 


However, the discovery of 69 pre- 


viously unreported committees pre- 
vented the decrease from being 60 as 
the totals might indicate, he said. 


The Federal Advisory Committee 


Act holds such committees should be 
established only when they are deter- 
mined to be essential and their num- 
ber should be kept to the minimum 
necessary, Metcalf said. 


"In principle, there can be quib- 


bling about the potential value of col- 
lecting citizens' ideas and opinions 


about federal activities through the 
use of advisory committees," he 
added. "Yet it is fair to ask at any 
time, given the policy and provisions 
of the Federal Advisory Act, whether 
the Congress resorts to them too read- 
ily." 


The operating cost of these com- 


mittees in 1974 was $42,380,636, an In- 
crease from the $31,110,810 spent a 
year earlier. The 1975 budget proposal 
for these committees is $39.4 million. 


"It would make little sense for the 


Congress to add to that number and 
cost unnecessarily while encouraging 
executive departments and agencies 
not to create unneeded advisory com- 
mittees and to terminate existing pan- 
els that have outlived their useful- 
ness," he said. 


The senator said he expected to 


hold hearings soon to review progress 
under the act and to consider pro- 
posed amendments which would 
strengthen it

EDITORIAL: The General Assembly 


should eliminate all unnecessary com- 
mission*. 


As a parent and a taxpayer, I'm ex- 


tremely concerned about Senate Bill 
993, with Sen. Joyce as chief sponsor 
(also Donnywald, Rock, Egan, and . 
others). This bill passed the Illinois 
Senate overwhelmingly. It is now 
coming up for consideration by the Il- 
linois House. 


This bill concerns busing of school 


children. It amends the present School 
Code. 


If the bill becomes law, every 


school district in Illinois will be re- 
quired to transport all students at- 
tending non-public schools outside the 
district boundaries to such schools, up 
to a limit of 15 miles beyond the 
school district boundaries. The state 
will reimburse the districts.for these 
costs. 


This would mean, for example, that 


Arlington Heights Dist. 25 would have 
to transport any of their residents 
who attend St. Thomas of Villanova 
School to that school, even though the 
building Is in Palatine, and not in 
Dist. 25; that High-School Dist. 211 
students from as far out as Schaum- 
burg would receive transportation to 
Sacred Heart of Mary and St. Viator 
High School — and perhaps even to 
Notre Dame High School in Niies. 


At present, state law permits dis- 


tricts to transport non-public school 
pupils who are district residents to 
these schools within the districts. That 
is, a Palatine Dist. 15 child can get 
bus transportation to St. Theresa's or 
to Immanuel Lutheran, provided the 
existing state guidelines are met. 


That's fine. 
But the financial cost of requiring 


school districts to provide trans- 


portation for nonpublic school stu- 
dents across district lines, and then to 
wait for state reimbursement, can be 
disastrous! 


Because the Illinois House has been 


considering so many bills in such a 
short time span, I am afraid that this 
particular bill might be approved 
without careful consideration of its 
implications, and of the financial im- 
pact to schools and taxpayers. 


If the state reimburses districts, 


there will be a wait for the money — 
and no guarantee that a 100 per cent 
replacement will be offered. The bill's 
sponsor estimates $10 million a year 
as the cost. Other opposing senators 
have pegged the cost as high as $60 
million a year. I don't feel we can 
afford this expense — either at the 
local level, or at the state level. 


I urge all those interested in cutting 


unnecessary government expenditure 
to take a long, hard look at this bill. 
If, after you have done so, you feel it 


should be defeated, then contact your 
state representative immediately.

Job prospects for grads 
dimmer than last year

Jab prospects for the college class 


of 1075 are down IB per cent from last 
ycnr, the College Placement Council 
reported Tuesday. 


Dfsplto the pessimistic outlook, top 


students, minorities and women still 
have a strong competitive position In 
this spring's job hunt, tho Placement 
Council said. 


Last November, tho council sur- 


veyed employers and forecast only a 4 
per cent drop In hiring. 


THE LATEST report, based on ac- 


tual Job placement at year's end and 
expected hiring, shows a much wor- 
sened situation. 


The council linked this to a worsen- 


ing of the national economy since No- 
vember. 


"Judging from their comments, em- 


ployers do not expect appreciable im- 
provement In hiring until possibly 


next spring," the council reported. 


"Many said there is little necessity 


to do much recruiting because of an 
available supply of experienced indi- 
viduals and recent college graduates, 
coupled with reduced turnover and in- 
ternal rcallocation of personnel. 


"Despite all these factors and the 


poor economic cllmnto, top students, 
minorities and women In high demand 
disciplines ore expected to continue In 
a strong competitive position," tho 
council report said. 


The Placement Council, based In 


Bethlehem, Pa., keeps tabs on the Job 
situation by surveying members — 
college placement offices nnd the na- 
tion's major employers, Including 
government. 


Tho severity of this year's 18 per 


cent drop Isn't as bad as tho 27 per 
cent decline for tho 1070-71 graduation 
season.

Highlights of the report, based on 


data from 709 employers: 


• At all degree levels, openings for 


engineers dropped 20 per cent. The 
petroleum Industry shows a 4 per cent 
Increase over last year. A 33 per cent 
increase had been anticipated for the 
petroleum ranks.

three successive years of Increases, 
including a 14 per cent hike In 1973-74.

NEW YORK — Squire RushneU, 


head of children's programming at 
ABC-TV, thinks the daytime Emmy 
awards are a travesty and has called 
for a renovation of tho nominating 
process. 


"Most people never see all the 


shows they vote for," said RushneU In 
an interview. "They vote for things 
they heard of or for those on their 
own network. 


"Thus, superior shows were not con- 


sidered and Ulterior ones were." 


RushneU issued his comments In the 


woke of the May 15 daytime Emmy 
awards, which took place on a rlv- 
erboat plying New York harbor. 


RUSHNELL WAS NOT the only one 


annoyed at the Emmy procedures. 
During the voyage, Barbara Walters 
announced after winning an award as 
cohost of NBC's "Today" that she 
considered withdrawing her nomi- 
nation because of tho "contrived and 
foolish" format of the show. 


* 


Before the awards, RushneU, In a 


letter to the National Academy of 
Television Arts and Sciences, said he 
was disturbed that a number of ex- 
cellent shows were not even nomi- 
nated. 


The shows included CBS' "In the 


News;" NBC's "Go;" and ABC's 
"School House Rock." A nod went to 
syndicated programs like ITT's "The 
Big Blue Marble" and Group W's

"Call It Macaroni." Weekday shows 
praised were PPS' "Sesame Street," 
"Villa Allegro," and "Zoom" and 
"The ABC Afterschool Specials." 


RUSHNELL SAID the crux of the 


problem seems to be that the nomi- 
nating ballot instructs academy mem- 
bers "to vote for as many entries, 
which you have seen, that you feel are 
worthy of nomination." However, he 
said most working adults, broad- 
casters included, arc not available to 
watch daytime shows. 


"This," he said, "automatically 


eliminates from appropriate viewing 
and judging most of the major pro- 
gram achievements in children's tele- 
vision and fosters the nomination of 


only those efforts that have familiar 
names; a system which Is tantamount 
to a Pulitzer Prize nomination being 
derived from only a book cover." 


In an effort to reform the present 


procedures, RushneU suggested that a 
system be set up for the membership 
to screen a certain number of non- 
prime time shows and that the elimi- 
nation of programs be based on "an 
informal process, rather than an unin- 
formed process."

Not spray cans, scientists say 
'Sun cause of thin ozone shield'

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Tho at- 


mosphcro's oiono radiation shield has 
thinned slightly over most areas of 
tho world during the past four years 
but two government scientists tend to 
blame tho sun rather than spray can 
propellents. 


Tho layer of ozone IS to 30 miles 


high screens Earth from most of tho . 
dangerous ultraviolet radiation from 
tho tun. There has been considerable 
concern recently that frcon-type gases 
used In aerosol cans are building up 
In tho upper atmosphere, where It la 
believed they will destroy ozone. 


Scientists fear a significant de- 


pletion In tho ozone will Increase tho 
Incidence of radiation-caused skin 
cancer, reduce tho productivity of 
food crops and change global weather 
patterns. 


OZONE LEVELS over most of tho 


Northern Hemisphere Increased dur- 
ing the 1060s, but Dr. James K. Angcll 
and Julius Korshovcr of tho National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Adminis- 
tration reported that tho ozone In- 
crcaio stopped In 1070. And between 
1070 and 1072, they said the ozono ac- 
tually declined from 1 to 2 per cent 
over nearly all areas of the world. 


In tho United States and Great Brit- 


ain, where more recent records ore 
available, n 2 per cent reduction In 
ozono was measured although tho an- 
nual rate of decrease has been slow- 
Ing. 


Angcll and Korschovcr made those 


findings after analyzing ozono data 
obtained from more than 60 measur- 
ing stations around the globe. 


Ozohe concentrations arc known to 


vary for some reason over two-year 
periods and the two government re- 
searchers said tho long term trends 
they found "appear to bo part of a 
confusing background of 'normal' 
ozono variations." 


SOLAR ACTIVITY Is believed to bo 


one natural phenomenon affecting 
ozone. Records dating back to tho 
1030s showed that peaks In ozono ap- 


peared two to three years after tho 
maximum In sunspot activity which 
runs In 11-year cycles. In some areas 
tho peaks of ozono and sunspots near- 
ly coincide. ." 


Tho lost sunspot maximum was In 


1069 and the two researchers sug- 
gested that tho ozone decrease that 
began in 1070 might be related'to the 
' sun's radlalon activity "rather than 
any man-induced effects." 


Dr. Frank S. Rowland, a University 


of California chemistry professor who 
first raised tho freon Issue last year, 
said tho observations by Angell and 
Klrshover hove no bearing on tho 
freon problem because It Is estimated 
that spray can gases so far have de- 
stroyed only a few tenths of 1 per cent 
of the ozono. 


"We're looking at tho future more 


than we are at the present," he said 


in a telephone interview. 


Because it takes a long time for the 


gases to reach the stratosphere, Row- 
land said it Is not believed their effect 
on the ozone will become detectable 
until sometime In the 1980s. But he 
said the problem is that If nothing Is 
done about the release of the gases 
until then, then the problem will be- 
come much worse in the years to 
come.

You watch the script unfold, lap by 


lap, splnout by spinout, burnt valve 
by broken gearbox, and it soon be- 
comes evident they are Their Maker's 
special children, these Masters ,of 
Speed who disdain much safer em- 
ployment to offer an arm or leg, an 
eye or, indeed, their lives at sport 
arenas such as the Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway. 


The human structure was not de- 


signed to nestle within turbocharged 
racers, blast down three-quarter mile 
straights at 200 mllcs-per-hour, come 
down hard upon the huge Ufcsavlng 
disc brakes, peel low into the rapidly 
approaching turn and then roar away 
again, chasing the field and another 
turn. 


Indeed, men were not meant to fly 


wildly through the air, metal and tires 
scattering in all directions, the entire 
scenario painted in flames plus the 
smell of burning fuel and flesh. And 
inside this most terrifying of all sport- 
ing disasters, there is always at least 
one man, unable to stop what he has 
created. 


No, championship automobile rac- 


ing must not have been His intention 
for us. Had this sporting idea oc- 
curred to Him, then perhaps He would 
have given us the turtle's shell in- 
stead of our own soft skin. 


So a powerful mutual admiration 


must exist between Their Maker and 
these celebrities who perform before 
sports' greatest crowds but leave for 
work knowing full well they may nev- 
er see home and family again. You 
talk to them and they say it is a rea- 
listic summary of their profession, but 
not something over which they can 
spend time thinking. 


Indeed, He conot protect them all 


for some will die. Others, such as Da- 
vid "Salt" Walther two yean ago or 
one-time junior high school principal 
Tom Sneva on Sunday at Indy, are 
shown death and then returned earth- 
ward. Even they find It difficult to 
comprehend what has happened. And 
why they are alive. 


Their weapons arc low slung chari- 


ots more evil and devastating than 
anything conceived by the Greeks or 
Romans. Every man is given one and 
when he Is properly educated in the 
nuances of racing, he is shown where 
to find the track. 


And when the green flog waves, 


that same man pushes his accelerator 
lower and lower knowing he has just 
three options before his raceday ends:

— followed by football with 707,282 
less and baseball with 491,588 tower 
fan*. 


Tho survey measures only the num- 


ber of people actually attending a 
sporting event. It docs not include tho 
millions who listen on the radio or 
watch on television. Tho football and 
basketball figures Include both profes- 
sional and collegiate games and the 
baseball figures include both major 
and minor leagues. All three include 
playoff contests.

She built a business on a growing need

Whllo Phyllis McGarrh was the 


lone female counselor for a Chi- 
cago employment agency, she got 
Into the habit of signing all her 
business letters simply "P. 
McGarrh." 


"I was afraid to admit to the 


world that back in tho data pro- 
cessing department tliero was a 
woman." 


That was nearly 10 years ago. 


Currently managing her own em- 
ployment placement service, Data 
Professions, which specialize; In 
both tho data processing and fl- 
n u n c l n l related fmlds, Miss 
McGarrh lauglts at her prior con- 
cealment. 


However, even now she admits 


that new business contacts are al- 
ways a bit surprised when they 
learn a woman heads the entire 
operation. 


"I'M THE ONLY woman In Chi- 


cago with a firm placing in data 
processing and sometimes I am 
able to use tills as a leverage. 
People aro interested In talking 
with me and finding out how I got 
Into this," said Miss McUarrh cit- 
ing one advantage of being a 
unman In her position. 


Tho disadvantages ere tho samo 


ones women in business contin- 
ually run up against. Because of 
tier sex some men do not take her 
serious. Others arc always ready 
with a snldo remark or sly sexy 
comment. 


"But wo continue to go right 


ahead," continued Miss McGarrh, 
who plunged Into her own busi- 
ness In 1969, with only $GUO in her 
pocket and ono part-time employe 
to help with the paper work. She 
halls from a town of 200 In Mis-' 
sl&sippl and had no college train- 
Ing until recently when she began 
attending night classes. 


TODAY DATA Professions, of- 


cntcd In a modern DCS Flames of- 
fice complex, employs nine other 
persons. And when tho economy 
again surges, Miss McGarrh plans 
to computerize her entire firm so 
It can offer even better, foster 
services. In tho near future she 
also hopes to open a second office 
In California. 


"Data processing In particular 


is a high growth field," she said. 
"Paralleling an increased usage 
of computers Is a growing de- 
mand for data processing special- 
ists — programmers through top 
management. And there are not 
enough good agencies around to 
place the needed personnel," she 


added, explaining it was this 
shortage that prompted her to 
form her own agency. 


Because more companies aro 


continuing to computerize their 
operations, Miss McGarrh cur- 
rently has more job openings In 
data processing than applicants to 
fill them. 


YET FOR FINANCIAL related 


positions, accountants, auditors 
and controllers to name a few ex- 
amples, she has more applicants 
than she can readily place. 


Even so the overall picture Is 


not so grim as is often decided by 
tho press, Miss McGarrh believes. 


"Applicants are out there but 


they are afraid to make a move. 
They hear how tight the Job mar- 
ket is and so they think it Is use- 
less to apply." 
. There aro jobs available, she 
contends, because some com- 
panies arc taking this time as an 
opportunity to expand while oth- 
ers are utilizing tho recession as 
an excuse to clean house, weed 
out weak links. They are looking 
for top personnel. 


Though it is against the law to 


designate sex, Miss McGarrh ad- 
mitted that an increasing number 
of companies needing to fill jobs 


in data processing ore specifically 
requesting women because they 
feel "they ore more stable and 
concerned." 


YET IN FINANCIAL related 


fields, men ore still preferred 
over women. 


"There is a slow change oc- 


curring," she said. "Women are 
slowly becoming supervisors 
though most companies are still 
holding back. They are watching, 
waiting for other companies to 
make the first move. Mostly wom- 
en still have to prove themselves, 
which is unfortunate, but that's 
how it Is." 


Miss McGarrh speaks from ex- 


perience. "It was like a huge bull 
pen," she describes the room in 
which she once worked as the lone 
female among 70 men. 


"I stayed there specifically to 


learn all I could, but I didn't like 
what I saw, particularly the 
amount of incompetence in coun- 
seling. I guess you could say I 
just realized better wnys of doing 
things." 


And, she added, "Long hours 


wcs not so much a criterion for 
success as an extreme desire to 
achieve something that I think is 
important." 


Women and children first 
Mental cruelty as divorce ground

Tho subject of divorce In tho United 


Stales Is an extensive, almost endless, 
one. If you were to walk through a 
law library, you would find books, 
statutes and court decisions by tho 
thousands on that ono subject. Tho 
reason Is that divorce laws vary from 
state to state with each state legisla- 
ture having tho right to make tho 
laws and to change them. 


May I, therefore, suggest that you 


narrow your term paper to some spe- 
cific topic within tho subject of di- 
vorce? 


From time to time, I've written col- 


umns on various phases of divorce. If 
you wish to refer to them, you may 
get back copies at The Herald offices 
in cither Mount Prospect or Arlington 
Heights. 


The topics and the dates arc: 
• No Fault Divorce May 29, Juno 5, 


1974. Might bo a good subject since 
Illinois Is on the verge of passing such 
a law which permits a person to ob- 
tain a divorce without accusing tho 
other spouse of a misdeed. You will 
havo to check with your state repre- 
sentative, though, since there may be 
changes in tho proposed legislation 
since tho columns were written. 


• Quickie Divorces, Aug. 21, 1974, 


tells which states permit out-of- 
towncrs to obtain a divorce and its 
pitfalls. 


• Divorce by Default, Oct. 16,1D74, 


explains why and how a person may 
obtain a divorce If that person docs 
not know where the spouse Is living. 


• Desertion Has Many Meanings, 


Nov. 27,1974 explains how ono spouso 
may obtain a divorce on tho grounds 
of desertion although the other spouse 
has never left homo. 


I have another suggestion. Why not 


think about using mental cruelty, the 
most used ground for divorce? The 


following will give you some informa- 
tion on the subject. 


When a person marries "for better 


or worse," you are expected to put up 
with a certain number of differences 
between you and your spouse. In oth- 
er words, according to sage Benjamin 
Franklin, you should "keep thy eyes 
wide open before marriage and half 
shut afterwards." 


In days gone by cruelty was limited 


to physical abuse. A number of 
knocks on the head, some fists to the 
jaw, a few kicks in the shins, a black 
eyo on one occasion or another were 
acts that could lead ono spouse to 
seek a divorce for physical cruelty. 
But today "cruelty" Is not limited. It 
also Includes mental cruelty. Often 
described as "outrages," "personal 
indignities," "Inhuman treatment," it 
is mental cruelty nevertheless. 


Mental cruelty Is a favored ground 


for divorce for several reasons. It's a 
polite way of sweeping some family 
dirt under a rug. For Instance, In- 
stead of accusing a spouso of drunk- 
enness, or adultery, the complaining 
spouse might prefer to save face or 
spare the feelings of their children by 
using mental cruelty as the cause for 
divorce. 


Mental cruelty is defined as "a 


course of conduct calculated or ob- 


viously of a nature to cause such suf- 
fering as to endanger health." It's not 
a clear cut definition, but let's see 
how it fits the following. 


• Is it cruelty for a woman to nag 


her husband day and night for years? 
Yes, said the court because it could 
seriously affect the happiness and 
mental health of the individual. 


What If a man responds nag for 


nag? Not only is he equally guilty, but 
ho "neutralized" the effect of the nag- 
ging by responding In like kind. 


• What if a man says his wife is a 


terrible cook and sloppy housekeeper? 
It's not mental cruelty, said the court. 
You can't expect not to find some 
thorns in the rose garden of love, the 
court cautioned.

Couples seem to prefer 
a sentimental wedding

"Annie's Song," John Denver's syr- 


upy," sentimental love ballad, is re- 
placing equally sentimental readings 
from Kahil Glbran's "The Prophet" 
at many church weddings, say pastors 
and liturgical experts. 


None of those queried expected sen- 


timent to be removed from weddings. 
Some said they even expected it to 
Increase as couples exercise more and 
morn control over the planning and 
design of their wedding. 


Indeed, the only trend Protestant 


and Catholic clergy would affirm was 
that more couples seek to have a say, 
at least to some degree, in the con- 
stituents of their service. 


In 1972, church or synagogue cere- 


monies accounted for more than 87 
per cent of all weddings performed, 
according to the most recent figures 
available. 


"WE HAVEN'T seen any noticeable 


change In that," said the parish pas- 
tor of a Roman Catholic church in a 
Virginia suburo of Washington, D.C. 
"I can't say that we've noticed any 
appreciable decline or increase In the 
number of weddings we perform each 
spring." 


Others see a slight return to a will- 


ingness for more formal weddings, 
perhaps reflecting declining Influence 
of the counter-culture among the 
young. 


Robert Hovda, of ihe Liturgical 


Conference, has noted that more and 
more parishes "are inviting men and 
women approaching marriage to in- 
volve themselves in the planning of 
the rite." 


At the same time, he noted In a re- 


cent Issue of the Conference's "Living 
Worship," it is evident couples are 
"being armed with batteries of techni- 
cal aides: songs, readings, prayers, 
promises...." 


MANY OF THOSE tpchnlcal aids 


have been brought together in hand- 
books such as Khoren Arisian's "The 


I 


New Wedding" (Vintage), or Wendy 
Somerville's "The Creative Wedding 
Handbook" (Newman Press). Many 
of these books are written fiom a reli- 
gious or philosophic point of view, and 
what may be permissible creativity hi 
one tradition may not be In another. 


There is, however, a growing sense 


of the wedding not as simple private 
affair but as a kind of "community 
event." 


"It is a community celebration," 


Hovda said, "in which all or many of 
those with whom you have prayed and 
worshiped In the past gather around 
you to affirm your promises, and sup- 
port your intentions, and share your 
job." 


He indicated that one result of 


church renewal, and it Is a result that 
crosses Protestant, Catholic and Jew- 
ish lines, is that while it is legally pos- 
sible to just have a priest, it is not 
enough from the point of view of faith. 


SPEAKING FROM a Citholic point 


of view, in which marriage is viewed 
as a sacrament, he said: 


"When we thought of the sacra- 


ments as 'things' or 'objects,' it was 
easy to conclude that they are por- 
table and carried in a priest's valise. 
If you wanted a wedding, all you had 
to do was find a priest — any priest 
would do," he said. 


Hovda's comments were prompted 


by the increasing number of couples 
seeking to plan their wedding within 
the framework of a church service 
and he had several suggestions for 
that planning. 


Noting that more and more wed- 


dings include contemporary readings 
(the American poet c.c. cummings Is 
a favorite), he said such readings 
"determine a bent or emphasis" for a 
certain wedding. 


"WE HAVENT yet enough experi- 


ence with the use of contemporary 
readings in liturgy to have clear "cri- 
teria for choosing them," he said, but

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford, saying "Congress did nothing" 
lo save energy,Tuesday ordered a $1 
per barrel Increase In the oil tariff 
that will boost retail gasoline prices 
by a penny and a half a gallon just as 
Americans start their vacation sea- 
son. 


In a nationally televised speech, the 


President also said ho would submit 
to Congress soon a plan to gradually 
remove price controls from domestic 
oil, which would add still another 
nickel a gallon to gasoline prices with- 
in two years. 


Initial congressional reaction to the 


speech, In which Ford was sharply 
critical of tho lawmakers, was out- 
right opposition to his actions on the 
grounds they would spur inflation and 
hit hardest at those least able to af- 
ford higher prices. 


In his prepared address, the Presi- 


dent said: "The Congress cannot 
drift, dawdle and debate forever with 
America's future. I cannot sit here 


Idly while nothing is being done. We 
must get on with tho Job right now." 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 


called Ford's action economic non- 
sense" and sold It amounted to the 
same kipd of $33 billion a year energy 
price rise the Arab oil cartel brought 
about with Its 1074 embargo — a price 
Increase that will cost Americans an 
average $600 a year per family. 


"It simply takes money, out of the 


pockets of people who con Ill-afford It 
and puts It in the pockets of those who 
don't need it," Jackson said. 


As part of his tariff increase, Ford 


also Imposed a 60 cent per barrel fee 
on imported refined petroleum prod- 
ucts. This fee, the first ordered for 
refined products, would hit gasoline In 
summer and East Coast heating oil in 
winter. 


Figures released by the White 


House In connection with Ford's 
speech showed that Imposition of the

Panel can't agree on mayor's aide 


A DCS Plaincs City Council com- 


mittee failed again Tuesday night to 
reach a decision on a proposal to hire 
nn administrative assistant for Mayor 
Herbert H. Behrel. 


The members of the three-man city 


coda and judiciary committee offered 
three recommendations ranging from 
hiring the assistant immediately to 
calling for a fall referendum on 
whether the city should have a full-or 
part-time mayor. 


The issue of hiring tho assistant has 


been linked to a continuing debate over 
whether the form of city government 
should be changed when Bchrcl leaves 
office. The mayor announced earlier 
this month that he plans to retire in 
mid-1078, about nine months before 
his term expires. 


ALD. 
ALAN ABRAMS, 8th, chair- 


man of the committee, indicated that 
he would not bring the administrative 
assistant issue before the full city 
council Monday night because he 
doubted a nine-vote majority could be 
attained on any of the recommenda- 
tions. 


Abrams also hinted that further dis- 


cussion on the proposal may be de- 
layed Indefinitely because of the al- 


dermen's inability to agree on a 
single recommendation. 


Aid. Gerald Meyer, 7th, suggested 


that a referendum be scheduled for 
fall to allow the public to decide if 
any changes should DC made in the 
form of government. 


Aid. Daniel Klsslinger, 4th, said the 


city should move to hire an assistant 
immediately. He suggested the assist- 
ant be paid between $18,000 and 
$20,000. 


SOME ALDERMEN have suggested 


that the salary range for the assistant 
should be higher and that he should 
have the authority to direct various 


city departments. But other aldermen 
have disagreed, arguing that a full- 
time mayor is more responsive to the 
people. 


The debate over the issue of hiring 


an administrative assistant has been 
going on in various forms for more 
than two years. Behrel made a 
request in January to be allowed to 
hire an assistant to help him with the 
workload his office must handle. 


Some aldermen have balked at that 


idea, and questioned whether there is 
sufficient work to keep a full-time as- 
sistant occupied. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the committee 


moved toward a recommendation to 
develop an ordinance which would re- 
quire magazines with nudity on their 
covers to be in display lacks where 
the covers are not visible. 


The c o m m i t t e e has received 


requests from several PTA groups 
which contend the'magazines depict- 
ing nudity are accessible to children 
and should be taken from their view. 
Abrams indicated the city probably 
could develop an ordinance which 
would block the open display of such 
magazines but could run Into trouble 
with distributors and publishers over 
the issue of obscenity.

Higher gas prices won't affect driving habits, poll shows

President Ford's proposal to in- 


crease gasoline prices by 1.5 cents per 
gallon apparently will not ulter driv- 
ing habits, local residents said Tues- 
day night. 


A survey of Northwest suburban 


residents indicated that many drivers 
don't feel the increase is large enough 
to merit a change in their driving 
habits, although most said they were 
unhappy with tho increase. 


"I don't llko it but there isn't much 


you can do about it," said Rich Rent- 
from of Schaumburg. "If it were $1 a 
gallon It might affect my driving 
habits, but. 1.5 cents won't make any 
difference." 


Jim Schwinglo of Rolling Meadows 


said he wasn't "overly happy about it 
but there isn't. anything you can do 
about it. 


"I'm in the landscaping business and 


I use a lot of gas-driven vehicles. You 
have to use your equipment as best 
you can. I'll just have to pass the in- 
crease on to my customers," he said- 


BARBARA HATHAWAY of Palatine 


said her salesman husband "will have 
to use the car regardless of the price 
of gasoline. I need the car to take the 
kids back and forth to school. The In- 
crease won't affect that," she said. 


Arlington Heights resident Robert 


Blomqulst said the price increase will 
only "hurt the people who don't have 
very much money. 


"I don't think It's going to make 


much difference — I don't think it will 


reduce consumption," he said. 


Another Arlington Heights resident 


said her family is "just very mobile. 
We use the car a lot and the increase 
is not going to make any difference." 


Marilyn Morgan of Schaumburg 


said she thought people will not 
change their driving habits despite 
the increase. 


"They do it, we pay it," she said. 
SEVERAL people said they favored 


the increase but they 
questioned 


whether it would force Americans to 
cut gas consumption. 


"I don't think this particular in- 


crease will make drivers use less gas. 
People have to be educated to con- 
sume less and I don't think this in- 
crease is large enough to make them 
stop driving," said Dion Wheeler of 


Rolling Meadows. 


Another.Rolling Meadows resident, 


John Foley, said the tariff increase 
"is probably a good thing because it 
will hold down consumption of gas in 
the United States." He said he didn't 
think it will affect travel for work and 
necessities but it would cut recrea- 
tional travel. 


Florence West of Buffalo Grove said 


President Ford "may be doing the 
right thing. 


"We've been watching our gas con- 


sumption anyway. If you can get 
people to just use their automobiles 
for business, then maybe the gas 
prices will go down," she said. 


Mrs. West said the increase "is go-

Ford orders $1 increase in oil tariff 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - President 


Pbrd, saying "Congress did nothing" 
to save energy, Tuesday ordered a $1 
(»r barrel Increase in the oil tariff 
that will boost retail gasoline prices 
by a penny and a half a gallon just as 
Americans start their vacation sea- 
son. 


In a nationally televised speech, the 


President also said he would submit 
to Congress soon a plan to gradually 
remove price controls from domestic 
oil, which would add still another 
nickel a gallon to gasoline prices with- 
in two years. 


Initial congressional reaction to the 


speech, In which Ford was sharply 
critical of the lawmakers, was out- 
right opposition to his actions on the 
grounds they would spur Inflation and 
hit hardest at those least able to af- 
ford higher prices. 


In his prepared address, the Presi- 


dent said: "Tho Congress cannot 
drift, dawdle and debate forever with 
America's future. I cannot Bit hen 


idly while nothing is being done. We 
must get on with the job right now." 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wosh., 


colled Ford's action economic non- 
sense" and said it amounted to the 
same kind of $33 billion a year energy 
price rise the Arab oil cartel brought 
about with Its 1974 embargo — a price 
increase that will cost Americans an 
average $600 a year per family. 


"It simply takes money out of the 


pockets of people who can Ill-afford It 
and puts It In tho pockets of those who 
don't need It," Jackson said. 


As part of his tariff Increase, Ford

Higher gas prices won't affect driving habits, poll shows

Blomqulst sold the price increase will 
only "hurt the people who don't have 
very much money. 


"I don't think it's going to make

reduce consumption," he said.

Is nut going to make any difference."

Higher gas prices won't affect driving habits., poll shoivs

President Ford's proposal to in-' 


crease gasoline prices by 1.5 cents per 
gallon apparently will not ulter driv- 
ing habits, local residents said Tues- 
day night. 


A survey of Northwest 'Suburban 


residents indicated that many drivers 
don't feel the increase Is large enough 
to merit a change in their driving 
habiU, although most sold they were 
unhappy with the increase. 


"I don't like it but there Isn't much 


you can do about It," said Rich Rent- 
from of Schaumburg. "If it were $1 a 
gallon it might affect my driving 
habits, but 1.5 cents won't moke any 
difference." 


Jim Schwingle of Rolling Meadows 


said he wasn't "overly happy about-it 
but there Isn't anything you can do 
about it. 


"I'm in the landscaping business and 


I use a lot of gas-driven vehicles. You 
have to use your equipment as best 
you can. I'll just have to pass the in- 
crease on to my customers," he said 


BARBARA HATHAWAY of Palatine 


sold her salesman husband "will have 
to use the car regardless of the price 
of gasoline. I need the car to take the 
kids back and forth to school. The in- 
crease won't affect that," she said. 


'Arlington Heights resident Robert 
Blomqulst said the price increase will 


• only "hurt the people who don't have 
very much money. 


"I don't think it's' going to make 


much difference — I don't think It will 


reduce consumption," he said.

Ford orders 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford, saying "Congress did nothing" 
to save energy,Tuesday ordered a $1 
per barrel increase In the oil tariff 
that will boost retail gasoline prices 
by a penny and a half a gallon just as 
Americans start their vacation sea- 
son. 


In a nationally televised speech, the 


President also said he would submit 
to Congress soon n plan to gradually 
remove price controls from domestic 
oil, which would add still another 
nickel a gallon to gasoline prices with- 
in two years. 


Initial congressional reaction to the 


speech, In which Ford was sharply 
critical of the lawmakers, was out- 
right opposition to his actions on tho 
grounds they would spur Inflation and 
hit hardest at those least able to af- 
ford higher prices. 


In his prepared address, the Presi- 


dent said: "Tho Congress cannot 
drift, dawdle and debate forever with 
America's future. I cannot ait her* 


idly while nothing Is being done. We 
must get on with the job right now." 


Sen Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 


celled Ford's action economic non- 
sense" and said it amounted to the 
same kind of $33 billion a year energy 
price rise the Arab oil cartel brought 
about with Its 1974 embargo — a price 
Increase that will cost Americans an 
average $600 a year per family. 


"It simply takes money out of the 


pockets of people who can ill-afford it 
and puts It in the pockets of those who 
don't need it," Jackson said. 


As part of his tariff Increase, Ford 


also Imposed a 80 cent per barrel fee 
on Imported refined petroleum prod- 
ucts. This fee, the first ordered for 
refined products, would hit gasoline in 
summer and East Coast heating oil in 
winter. 


Figures released by the White 


House' In connection with Ford's 
speech showed that Imposition of the

Race track to reveal plans tonight 


A master plan for Arlington Park 


Race Track, Including a proposal to 
build on 80,000-seat sports stadium, 
will be presented to the Arlington 
Heights Village Board at a special 
meeting tonight. 


It will be the first look for the pub- 


lic, village officials and the news 
media at the stadium plan that has 
been the subject of widespread inter- 
est throughout the metroplltan area. 


Officials from Madison Square Gar- 


den Corp., owner of Arlington Park, 
the Chicago Bears football club; the 
Richards Group, a land development 
firm; Touche Ross and Co,, and John 
Nuvcen, and Co., bond consultants, 
arc expected to appear in support of 
the race track proposal. 


IT IS ANTICIPATED that Bears' 


owner George Halas, who has said he 
will sign a long-term lease for use of 
the planned stadium, also will attend 
the meeting set for a p rn. at the Mu- 
nicipal Building, 33 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd. 


Village Pres. James T. Ryan said 


Tuesday he expects tonight's presen- 
tation to be a "bird's eye look" at the 
planned development of the 450-acre 
Arlington Park property, and that de- 
tails of the master plan will be the 
subject of future hearings. 


Parts of the plan arc expected to 


Include the stadium, a residential 


housing development, office and light 
Industrial buildings and reconstruc- 
tion of the race track stable area. 


"Of course thre will be no decision 


made Wednesday night," Ryan said. 
"Certain aspects of the proposal I an- 
ticipate will be referred to the plan 
commission. Others probably will be 
reserved for a special committee of 
the village board, or a committee of 
the whole," he said. 


"I think the most we can get 


(tonight) is a bird's eye view of what- 
ever they're talking about." 


William J. Moore, an Arlington 


Heights attorney, has been hired by 
Madison Square Garden to present the 
master plan. Moore could not be 
reached for comment Tuesday. 


RYAN SAID the race track stadium 


proposal Is different than other devel- 
opment plans that come before the 
village because of the potential for di- 
rect income to tho community. 


"I don't think this Is quite as much 


of an adversary proceeding because 
of the potential dollar benefit to the 
village," he said. 


The stadium proposal is believed to 


hinge upon the village financing con- 
struction of the facility at a cost that 
has been estimated at between $25 
million and $45 million. 


A final decision on whether village 


funds should ':c spent on the stadium 
will depend on the village board's 
judgment of the benefits and risks 
connected with the project, Ryan pre- 
dicted 


"I think we have to look at the 


chances of this not being a success 
versus what are the benefits," he 
said. 


John Nuvcen and Co., which has 


been preparing the municipal bond 
proposal for Madison Square Garden, 
also has been the village's bond coun- 
sel In the past, and Ryan said that he 
is ready to "listen carefully" to what 
Nuveen and Toiichc Ross say about 
the financial viability of the stadium. 


"They both have a high professional 


reputation to uphold," he said. 
' Ryan said he considered moving the 
meeting to a larger auditorium, such 
as the one at Hersey High School 
which was used four years ago for 
overflow hearings on the Vlatorian 
low-income housing project, but de- 
cided to stay with the Municipal build- 
ing as the site for the special meeting. 


A sign posted in the council room by 


the Arlington Heights Fire Dept. 
states that a crowd in the room of 
more than ISO persons Is a violation of 
the village's fire prevention code. 


"It's hard to know just how many 


people we'll have for this," Ryan 


said. "We'll have as many chairs for 
the people as we possibly can."

Ford orders 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford, saying "Congress did nothing" 
to save energy, Tuesday ordered a $1 
per barrel Increase In the oil tariff 
that will boost retail gasoline prices 
by a penny and a half a gallon just as 
Americans start their vacation sea- 
son. 


In a nationally televised speech, tho 


President also said ho would submit 
to Congress soon a plan to gradually 
remove price controls from domestic 
oil, which would add still another 
nickel a gallon to gasoline prices with- 
in two yean. 


Initial congressional reaction to tho 


speech, In which Ford was sharply 
critical of tho lawmakers, was out- 
right opposition to his actions on the 
grounds they would spur Inflation and 
hit hardest at those least able to af- 
ford higher prices. 


In his prepared address, tho Presi- 


dent said: "Tho Congress cannot 
drift, dawdle and debate forever with 
America1! future. I cannot alt here 


Idly while nothing is being done. We 
must get on with tho job right now." 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 


called Ford's action economic non- 
sense" and said it amounted to the 
same kind of $33 billion a year energy 
price rise the Arab oil cartel brought 
about with its 1074 embargo — a price 
Increase that will cost Americans an 
average $600 a year per family. 


"It simply takes money out of the 


pockets of people who can ill-afford it 
and puts it In the pockets of those who 
don't need it," Jackson said. 


As port of his tariff Increase, Ford 


also imposed a 60 cent per barrel fee 
on Imported refined petroleum prod- 
ucts. This fee, tho first ordered for 
refined products, would hit gasoline in 
summer and East Coast heating oil in 
winter.

Ford orders 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford, saying "Congress did nothing" 
to save energy, Tuesday ordered a $1 
per barrel Increase In the oil tariff 
that will boost retail gasoline prices 
by a penny and a half a gallon just as 
Americans start their vacation sea- 
son. 


In a nationally televised speech, the 


President also said ho would submit 
to Congress soon a plan to gradually 
remove price controls from domestic 
oil, which would add still another 
nickel a gallon to gasoline prices with- 
in two years. 


Initial congressional reaction to the 


speech, in which Ford was sharply 
critical of the lawmakers, was out- 
right opposition to his actions on the 
grounds they would spur inflation and 
hit hardest at those least able to af- 
ford higher prices. 


In his prepared address, the Presi- 


dent said: "Tho Congress cannot 
drift, dawdle and debate forever with 
America's future. 1 cannot sit bora 


Idly while nothing is being done. We 
must get on with the job right now." 


Sun. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wasli., 


called Ford's action economic non- 
sense" and said It amounted to the 
same kind of $33 billion a year energy 
price rise the Arab oil cartel brought 
about with Its 1974 embargo — a price 
increase that will cost Americans an 
average $600 a year per family. 


"It simply takes money out of the. 


pockets of people who can Ill-afford It 
and puts It in the pockets of those who 
don't need It," Jackson said. 


As part of his tariff increase, Ford 


also Imposed a 60 cent per barrel fee 
on Imported refined petroleum prod- 
ucts. This fee, the first ordered for 
refined products, would hit gasoline in 
summer and East Coast heating oil in 
winter.

Arson and wind-swept flames were 


blamed for fires tr •; destroyed a 
house and three barns Tuesday after- 
noon near Palwaukee Airport In 
Wheeling Township. No one was in- 
jured 


Fifty to 60 firemen from eight de- 


partments were called to fight the 
fires, which caused smoke to billow 
300 feet, and was visible from most 
surrounding suburbs. 


Three of the fires were apparently 


tho work of arsonists, said Wheeling 
Fire Chief Bcrnle Koeppen, who dl- 
rectcd fircflghtlng operations. A 
fourth fire was ignited by wind-blown 
flames in a barn several hundred foet 
away. 


THE ORIGINAL FIRE raced 


t h r o u g h a two-story unite-frame 
house and spread to two barns behind 
it on Milwaukee Avenue, between 
Hintz and Palatine roods. The struc- 
tures burned rapidly because the 
wood was old and dry, Koeppen said. 


Fire departments as far as Glen- 


view and Vernon Township responded 
to the alarm, which came in about 


1:40 p.m. It took more thnn an hour to 
control the blaze. 


The fire brought traffic on Mil- 


waukee Road between Dundee and 
Palatine roads to a standstill. A num- 
ber of onlookers lined Milwaukee Ave- 
nue, including one woman who said 
she came from Libertyvllle after 
seeing the smoke. 


Air traffic at nearby Palwaukee

Kceppen said the gutted house and

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Rain, vandals spooking those wacky railroad gates?

Officials of tho Chicago and North 


Western Ry. arc Investigating tho 
cause of a rash of stuck crossing 
Rates In Arlington Heights Saturday 
and Tuesday which caused traffic to 
bo jammed through the village. 


Vandals and the recent heavy rains 


may have caused the lowering and 
Jamming of tho gales nine times since 
Saturday, a North Western spokes- 
man said, though mechanical failure 
has not been ruled out. 


Gates lowered four limes Saturday 


and five times Tuesday morning when 
tho automatic system was activated. 


Police were dispatched each time to 
raise the gates and direct traffic. 


THE FIRST incident Tuesday oc- 


curred at 8:30 a.m. at the Wllke Road 
crossing. By 9:60, there had been five 
closings Involving all tho gate cross- 
ings In the village. 


The gato lowcrlngs came on the 


heels of similar Incidents In Arlington 
Heights Saturday. The gates lowered 
and stuck twice at Dunton Avenue 
and once each at Euclid Street and 
Wllko Road. 


While both village and state regu- 


lations call for penalties If an engine 


or an employe blocks a rail crossing, 
there Is nothing on the books to deal 
with tho equipment failures causing 
downed guard gates, village officials 
said. 


JAMES MacDONALD, a spokesman 


for tho North Western, said repair 
crows were sent to the crossings 
Tuesday afternoon and a report would 
be ready today. However, Macdonald 
said the lowcrlngs could have been 
caused by cither vandalism or the 
heavy rains that soaked the area over 
the weekend. 


"It sounds to me like vandalism or 


else tho heavy rains," he said. Mac- 
donald said it is possible for persons 
to short circuit the automatic-gate 
system. 


The rains, he said, could have 


soaked the batteries that power the 
system, again causing It to short cir- 
cuit and the gates to lower. 


"The gates are all on a failsafe sys- 


tem. That is, if the system does fail, it 
will fail in a safe position with gates 
down and protecting cars from any 
trains," he said. 


IN THE PAST, the village has writ- 


ten tickets against the railroad when 


the crossings are blocked by trains. 
State law allows the trains 10 minutes 
to clear the crossing, while the village 
gives them five minutes. 


The railroad pleaded guilty to a vil- 


lage citation in October 1974 and was 
fined $30 in Circuit Court. Earlier that 
year, gates were down almost an hour 
when an engine was switching 12 
freight cars. 


However, when the crossings arc 


blocked because of mechanical fail- 
ures, all the village can do is send out 
the police to direct traffic. 


V I L L A G E prosecutor Richard 


Thomas, after thumbing through ordi- 
nance and statute books, said a ticket 
could be written but it probably would 
be thrown out of court. 


Police Capl. Jack Aldrlch, likewise, 


said there is nothing on the books to 
cover the gates lowering by them- 
selves. 


Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson said 


there is no need for village action If 
the gate lowering is caused by me- 
chanical problems. However, Hanson 
said if the situation were to recur 
regularly, ". . . every week or so, 
we might have to look into it-"

Ford orders $1 increase in oil tariff 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford, saying "Congress did nothing" 
to save energy, Tuesday ordered a $1 
per barrel Increase In tho oil tariff 
that will boost retail gasoline prices 
by a penny and a half a gallon just as 
Americans start their vacation sea- 
son. 


In a nationally televised speech, tho 


President also said ho would submit 
to Congress soon a plan to gradually 
remove price controls from domestic 
oil, which would add still another 
nickel a gallon to gasoline prices with- 
in two years. 


Initial congressional reaction to the 


speech, In which Ford was sharply 
critical of tho lawmakers, was out- 
right opposition to his actions on the 
grounds they would spur Inflation and 
hit hardest at those least able to af- 
ford higher prices. 


In his prepared address, the Presi- 


dent said: "The Congress cannot 
drift, dawdle and debato forever with 
America's future. I cannot sit hert 


idly while nothing Is being done. We 
must get on with tho Job right now." 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wnsh., 


called Ford's action economic non- 
sense" and said It amounted to the 
same kind of $33 billion a year energy 
price rise the Arab oil cartel brought 
about with Its 1974 embargo — a price 
Increase that will cost Americans an 
average $600 a year per family. 


"It simply takes money out of the 


pockets of people who can Ill-afford it 
and puts It in the pockets of those who 
don't need It," Jackson said. 


As part of his tariff Increase, Ford 


also Imposed a 60 cent per barrel fee 
on imported refined petroleum prod- 
ucts. This fee, the first ordered for 
refined products, would hit gasoline in 
summer and East Coast heating oil In 
winter.

Heights Rd., could bo' the first in- 
dication of whether the controversial 
sodium-vapor streetlights will be in- 
stalled throughout tho village. 


William Bachcm, village electrical 


engineer, has urged the Installaton of 
the sodium-vapor lights in tho village, 
saying the lights, with their charac- 
teristic yellow glow, arc less ex- 
pensive to operate than tho mercury- 


vapor lights now In use In most sec- 
tions of the village. 


Opponents of the 
sodium-vapor 


lights said they arc harmful to plant 
and animal life and the yellow light 
is unattractive. 


Members of the committee took a 


tour of Chicago and several suburbs 
last month to exam me various types 
of street-lighting systems, including 
the sodium-vapor lights. 


Sodium lights have been installed 


along Davis Street near the municipal 
building. Test lights have been placed 
in Surrey Rldgc subdivision. The 
lights also arc In use at some busy 
Intersections. 


Nature center in the making 
for London Jr. High pupils

Students and teachers at London Ju- 


nior High School, Wheeling, nre be- 
coming farmers, Inndscapcrs and nat- 
uralists as they recreate a bit of the 
original Illinois landscape in a school 
courtyard.

"The center will show stages of 


plant growth starting at the lake, 
moving along to the sand dunes, then 
to a sand and humus area where pine 
trees grow, and then to an oak and 
hickory forest area," said Patrick 
Thompson, science department head 
at London, 1001 W. Dundee Rd., 
Wheeling. 


THE NATURE CENTER Is being 


patterned after one at Thomas Junior 


H i g h School, Arlington Heights. 
Thompson and fellow science teachers 
Douglas Saylor and Stanley Toporek 
saw the Thomas nature center in 
January and got the idea for a similar 
center at London. 


After receiving district approval for 


their plan, Thompson and his col- 
leagues began recruiting donations of 
trees and plants. They are hoping to 
receive a number of donations from 
PTAs and residents who wish to re- 
member Mrs. Samsel. 


T h u s far, district maintenance 


workers have dug out the pond, built 
several hills, brought in the sand 
beach and laid a pebble path. Thomp- 
son, Saylor and Toporek are going to 
spend six weeks this summer doing 
additional planting and landscaping. 


By the fall, Thompson said ho hopes 


a migrating duck or two will choose to 
spend the winter In the pond, enjoying 
the natural Illinois setting along with 
London students.
